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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.97(b) 



This information disclosure statement is filed before the mailing date of a first 
Office Action on the merits. The cited references are described below: 

U.S. Patent No. 6,571,246 proposes a method and system for data 
collection and workflow management in a business process using the Internet 
which includes: defining a plurality of steps of a business process on a network; 
and automatically implementing the plurality of steps, including sending a request 
for data, receiving the data with tags, where the tags comprise identifying 
information concerning the data, and storing the data based on the tags. The 
method and system include the ability to integrate a digital image capture device 
into the business process, where the web server creates an executable file which is 
downloadable into the digital image capture device. The executable file creates 
tags for the digital images captured by the digital image capture device. The web 
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server uses these tags to match an image to corresponding stored data. In this 
manner, there is less chance of confusion or mistake, and the speed of 
performance is also increased. 

The art listed hereinabove, while of some relevance, is not to be considered 
to teach or suggest the invention described and claimed in the aforementioned 
application. The references do not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as 
presently claimed.
